.April when the Jtussiaris took the of- 
ifense. and drove the Turks hack, at 
Tlflis, Ihc Armenians had been stand- 
ing n. seige from llio Turku for six 
nionlhts. 
The Turks'had demandad 


that the Armenians give themselves 
up, but knowing that they would be 
butchered, tho Armenians fortified llio 
city and remained in a slate of seise. 
The. Turks brought up artillery and 
one of the priests who escaped wrote 
that tho Armenians were bombarded 
for six months and in the end tho city 
.was nothing but a mass of ruins, but 
still the Armenians held out from a 
.worse fate. When the Russians arrived. 
Die Turks fled taking wilh thorn Ihe 
Turkish population. The order for the 
massacre of Ihe Armenians all over the 
country was then issued at Constanti- 
nople and it has been going on ever 
since.
